The County Commissioners of Clearfield County have issued 


the following instructions as to the methods to be employed for 
the assessment and registration of women in order to enable 
thorn to vote at the General Election on November 2nd, 1920. 


As the payment of a county tax is absolutely necessaiy as a 


qualification for voting- and there remains but a few days in which 
to make the assessment so taxes may be levied and placed in the 
hands of the Collectors of the county, it will be necessary that 
women who intend to vote should follow the 
instructions con- 


tained in this article. 


The Election Laws of the State of Pennsylvania 
require 


that persons desiring to vote must have been residents of the 
State for one year prior to the date of the election (persons mov- 
ing into Pennsylvania from another state after November 2nd, 
1919 cannot qualify for this election except those who have been 
former citizens of Pennsylvania.) The Law requires that all per- 
sons must be assessed at least two months before election. This 
step is made necessary in order that persons so assessed may 
have time to pay their taxes at least one month before election. 
The regular assessment for this year has already been made so 
that the County Commissioners cannot make a re-assessment. 


IN TOWNSHIPS AND BOROUGHS THE 
ASSESSORS 


WILL SIT AT THEIR RESPECTIVE POLLING PLACES TWO 
DAYS—AUGUST 31st AND SEPTEMBER

In order that a uniform valuation may be levied throughout 


the County the County Commissioners have instructed the As- 
sessors to rate the occupation of all women at $50.00, which, un- 
der the present miliage will aggregate fifty-three ($.53) cents. 
Immediately after September 1st the Assessors will make their 
returns to the County Commissioners who will in turn certify 
and forwaid the same to the Tax Collector. 
The tax of fifty- 


three cents must be paid, for which the woman registrant will 
receive a tax receipt which should be presented to the Judge of 
Election on November 2nd when she appears to vote. 


In cities of the third class the law requires personal regis- 


tration. (This paragraph applies to DuBois city only). There 
are three days set apart for this purpose, viz: September 2nd, 
September 14th and October 2nd. On one of these three days it 
will be necessary for the intending voter to visit the polling place 
in the precinct in \\hioh the voter resides and register, at which 
time he or she shall present his or her tax receipt. 


In the Boroughs and Townships two days are provided by 


law for registration and assessment, viz: August 3Jst and Sep- 
tember Ibt. All persons desiring the privilege of voting on No- 
ember 2nd must see that they have been properly assessed on the 
above named dates. This may be done either by appearing in 
person before the Assessor or by furnishing the Assessor a cer- 
tificate of enrollment signed by the applicant 
and witnessed. 


Blanks for this purpose will be furnished to the Assessors. 


Procedure for assessment in DuBois city will be the same 


as outlined above for boroughs and townships, except that the 
assessors will sit at the polling places on Thursday and-Friday, 
Augus 26th and 27th. 


ASSESSORS TO SIT AT ELECTION HOUSES 


In order that all persons including women, may be properly 


assessed the County Commissioners have instructed the Asses- 
sors in all of the wards and voting precincts in DuBois city to be 
present at the Election Houses on Thursday and Friday, August 
26th and 27th, between the hours of 8:00 A. M. and 12:00 M. and 
from 2:00 P. M. to 6:00 P. M. for the purpose of assessing all 
persons subject to taxation intending to vote. The above dates, 
however, are not the last dates on which to be assessed for vot- 
ing purposes but in order that sufficient time might be allowed 
for the tiansfer and certification, etc., the county commissioners 
have fixed the dates above mentioned.

The County Commissioners of Clearfield County have issued 


the following instructions as to the methods to be employed for 
the assessment and registration of women in order to enable 
thorn to vote at the General Election on November 2nd, 1920. 


As the payment of a county tax is absolutely necessaiy as a 


qualification for voting- and there remains but a few days in which 
to make the assessment so taxes may be levied and placed in the 
hands of the Collectors of the county, it will be necessary that 
women who intend to vote should follow the 
instructions con- 


tained in this article. 


The Election Laws of the State of Pennsylvania 
require 


that persons desiring to vote must have been residents of the 
State for one year prior to the date of the election (persons mov- 
ing into Pennsylvania from another state after November 2nd, 
1919 cannot qualify for this election except those who have been 
former citizens of Pennsylvania.) The Law requires that all per- 
sons must be assessed at least two months before election. This 
step is made necessary in order that persons so assessed may 
have time to pay their taxes at least one month before election. 
The regular assessment for this year has already been made so 
that the County Commissioners cannot make a re-assessment. 


IN TOWNSHIPS AND BOROUGHS THE 
ASSESSORS

In order that a uniform valuation may be levied throughout 


the County the County Commissioners have instructed the As- 
sessors to rate the occupation of all women at $50.00, which, un- 
der the present miliage will aggregate fifty-three ($.53) cents. 
Immediately after September 1st the Assessors will make their 
returns to the County Commissioners who will in turn certify 
and forwaid the same to the Tax Collector. 
The tax of fifty- 


three cents must be paid, for which the woman registrant will 
receive a tax receipt which should be presented to the Judge of 
Election on November 2nd when she appears to vote. 


In cities of the third class the law requires personal regis- 


tration. (This paragraph applies to DuBois city only). There 
are three days set apart for this purpose, viz: September 2nd, 
September 14th and October 2nd. On one of these three days it 
will be necessary for the intending voter to visit the polling place 
in the precinct in \\hioh the voter resides and register, at which 
time he or she shall present his or her tax receipt. 


In the Boroughs and Townships two days are provided by 


law for registration and assessment, viz: August 3Jst and Sep- 
tember Ibt. All persons desiring the privilege of voting on No- 
ember 2nd must see that they have been properly assessed on the 
above named dates. This may be done either by appearing in 
person before the Assessor or by furnishing the Assessor a cer- 
tificate of enrollment signed by the applicant 
and witnessed. 


Blanks for this purpose will be furnished to the Assessors. 


Procedure for assessment in DuBois city will be the same 


as outlined above for boroughs and townships, except that the 
assessors will sit at the polling places on Thursday and-Friday, 
Augus 26th and 27th. 


ASSESSORS TO SIT AT ELECTION HOUSES 


In order that all persons including women, may be properly 


assessed the County Commissioners have instructed the Asses- 
sors in all of the wards and voting precincts in DuBois city to be 
present at the Election Houses on Thursday and Friday, August 
26th and 27th, between the hours of 8:00 A. M. and 12:00 M. and 
from 2:00 P. M. to 6:00 P. M. for the purpose of assessing all 
persons subject to taxation intending to vote. The above dates, 
however, are not the last dates on which to be assessed for vot- 
ing purposes but in order that sufficient time might be allowed 
for the tiansfer and certification, etc., the county commissioners 
have fixed the dates above mentioned.
